On August 10, 2014, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of 
Lieutenant Todd Weber AEM Sergeants Carlos Flores 0 and Kevin 
Pearcy + ШЕШ responded to the Command Post located at Imperial Highway 
and Main Street, in the city of Los Angeles, regarding an on-duty hit shooting. 
Sergeant Kevin Pearcy was assigned the responsibility for the administrative 
review of the incident. 


On September 10, 2015, the case was re-assigned to Sergeant Jorge Marchena. 


Lieutenant Todd Weber checked to see that the Watch Commander, Lieutenant 

took reasonable steps to ensure that the involved and 
witness personnel did not discuss the incident among themselves or with 
uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned investigators, and 
that the involved and witness personnel did not collectively consult with their 
attorney or representative. In addition, IAB Lieutenant Weber checked to see if 
the watch commander attempted to have involved and witness personnel gather 
in the company of a supervisor until they provided a statement to the assigned 
investigators. 


SYNOPSIS 


On August 10, 2014, Century Station Deputies Randy Gomez ш апа Каи! 
Guerrero И were working a marked two man patrol unit. At 
approximately 2:40 AM, they observed a male, later identified as 

jaywalking across Main Street in the city of Los Angeles. The deputies 
conducted a pedestrian stop of Witness ог the observed violation and 
ultimately arrested him for being in possession of a controlled substance. 


Witness: as placed in the back seat of the deputies’ patrol vehicle. 
Witness as on parole and out of jail on bond for a previous arrest for 
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Possession of a Firearm. Witness [told the deputies he did not want to go 
back to jail and offered to “get a gun off the streets.” Witness told the 
deputies he needed his cellphone to make phone calls to get a gun for them. 
Deputies Guerrero and Gomez agreed to allow Witness to attempt to 
locate a gun for them. Witness told the deputies he needed to locate his

Witness [saw his [IN drive past the deputies and pointed her out. 
The deputies conducted a traffic stop of the| еһісіе. The deputies 
contacted the И 2 0 retrieved Witness cellphone and she was 
allowed to leave. Witness ГЕ to make phone calls and arranged to 
meet someone by the name of “Tweet” to deliver a gun to him. 


Deputies Guerrero and Gomez drove, with Witness in the back seat, to 
meet Deputies Tony Guerrero го Tran Tan 88 2 13H), who 
would be assisting with the plan to obtain a gun. While the deputies were 
formulating their plan, unit 213H was dispatched a call and had to leave. 


Witness B ircectea Deputies Guerrero and Gomez to the area of 118" Street 
and Main Street, in an attempt to locate the individual who was going to deliver 
the gun. With Witness у іп the back seat, Deputies Guerrero апа 
Gomez drove to the indicated area. Witness AE on tinued to communicate 
via cellphone with the person who would be delivering the gun. Witness 

said the person with the gun would be walking out of an alley toward 118" Street. 
The deputies drove through the area and did not see the male. Deputy Gomez 
stopped their patrol vehicle on the south curb line of 118" Street, 20 to 30 feet 
from the alley. 


Witness [J made another phone call and told the deputies the male with the 
gun would be walking out of the alley. In an attempt to locate the male delivering 
the gun, Deputy Guerrero exited the patrol vehicle and walked along the south 
sidewalk toward the alley. Deputy Gomez remained in the patrol vehicle with 
Witness г Е maintained a visual of Deputy Guerrero. As Deputy Guerrero 
reached the mouth of the alley, he looked down the length of the alley and did 
not see anyone. The alley was illuminated by lighting fixtures affixed to the 
buildings. Deputy Guerrero looked down the alley several times before 
illuminating it with the flashlight attached to his Department issued handgun. 


As Deputy Guerrero continued to illuminate the alley, with his handgun’s 
flashlight, he saw a male (Suspect Solares) standing in the alley. Suspect 
Solares reached for his waistband and pulled a handgun and pointed it at Deputy 
Guerrero. Deputy Guerrero yelled, “Sheriff's Department” several times at 
Suspect Solares. Fearing for his safety, Deputy Guerrero fired two rounds from 
his duty weapon, striking Suspect Solares one time in the abdomen. Suspect 
Solares ran approximately 40 feet, away from Deputy Guerrero, before 
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discarding the weapon he held in his hand. Suspect Solares laid on the ground 
and surrendered. 


Deputy Gomez heard the gunshots and drove his patrol vehicle toward Deputy 
Guerrero. Deputy Gomez exited the vehicle, handcuffed Suspect Solares, and 
assessed him for injuries. Deputy Guerrero broadcasted the deputy involved 
shooting using his handheld radio and requested paramedics to respond. 


Suspect Solares was transported via ambulance to Harbor UCLA Hospital and 
was treated for a single gunshot wound to the abdomen 


No deputy personnel were injured during this incident. 


A 357 Magnum Colt revolver (Serial жш containing (6) live rounds was 
recovered from the scene [EXHIBIT A, EV-6, page-37]. 


Witness was arrested for possession of a controlled substance. 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S LETTER OF OPINION 

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District 
Attorney's Office reviewed the shooting of Saulo Solares by Deputy Raul 
Guerrero. In their letter of opinion [EXHIBIT B], dated May 7, 2015, Deputy 


District Attorney Renee Chang concluded Deputy Guerrero acted lawfully in self- 
defense.

WEAPON USED BY DEPUTY RAUL GUERRERO 


Deputy Guerrero fired two rounds of Department issued 9mm ammunition from 
his Department issued Smith & Wesson M&P, semiautomatic pistol. The firearm 
was examined and test fired by Firearms Examiner Senior Criminalist 

Phil Teramoto с the Scientific Services Firearms Identification Section 
and found to be functional [EXHIBIT A, pages 93-94]. 


Two expended 9mm casings were recovered at the scene [EXHIBIT A, EV-2-3, 
раде-87]. A bullet fragment was recovered from a wooden telephone pole in the 
alley [EXHIBIT A, EV-4, page 87]. A copper jacket fragment was recovered 
from the asphalt parking lot to the rear of Main Street [EXHIBIT A, EV- 
5, page 87]. A copper jacket projectile was recovered from the middle of 118" 
Street after falling out of the Suspect Solares’ pants [EXHIBIT A, EV-11, page 
87].

WEAPON USED BY SUSPECT SAULO SOLARES 


Suspect Solares was armed with a .357 Magnum revolver, “Colt” model 
containing (6) live rounds. The weapon used by the suspect had been reported 
stolen by the Los Angeles Police Department on December 28, 2011, under 
report number 11-12-29512. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE 


A bullet strike was located on the north side of a wrought iron fence support rail, 
to the rear о 5 Main Street [EXHIBIT A, EV-A, page 87]. А second 
bullet strike was located on a wooden telephone pole with serial number placard 
367023M 27-5-S8 affixed to it in the alley to the rear of 5 Main Street. 


CRIMINAL INVESTIGATION AND CHARGES FILED 


The criminal investigation regarding the actions of Suspect Solares was handled 
by Sergeants Sylvia Brossoit and Helen Ewell from the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department Homicide Bureau. 


On March 4, 2015, Suspect Solares was charged with Exhibiting a Firearm in the 
Presence of An Officer, 417(C) PC, Carrying a Loaded Firearm Not Registered, 
25850(A) PC, Having a Concealed Firearm on the Person, 24500(A) PC, and 
Unlawful Firearm Activity, 29820(B) PC. 
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On January 22, 2016, Suspect Solares pled guilty to Exhibiting a Firearm, 417(c) 
PC and was sentenced to 16 months in State Prison. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The shooting took place during the hours of darkness. Ambient lighting was 
provided by a light fixture affixed to the rear of the building in the area where the 
shooting occurred. The weather was clear and cool. 


RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


IAB Investigators reviewed the radio traffic associated with the incident. 
Following is a brief synopsis of those transmissions: 


At 3:43 AM, Unit 213F (Deputy Guerrero) broadcasted he had been involved іп а 
shooting and requested assistance to Main Street and 118" Street. Unit 
214H/EM (Deputy Daniel Perez), Unit 216F (Deputies Heriberto Fernandez Jr., 
and Christopher Valente), 212S (Sergeant Edmundo Torres), and 216S 
(Sergeant Jason Bowley) acknowledged they were en-route to the location. 
Deputy Guerrero also requested paramedics to respond for the suspect. 
Approximately three minutes and fifty-eight seconds after the deputy involved 
shooting was broadcasted, paramedics entered the crime scene to render 
medical assistance to the suspect. All radio transmissions are on a DVD, and 
included in this case as [EXHIBIT E]. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS 

The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 
Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
digitally audio recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY RANDY GOMEZ 


Homicide Interview: 


On August 10, 2014, Deputy Randy Gomez was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Sergeants Sylvia Brossoit and Helen Ewell. Attorneys Leslie Wilcox and 
Amanda Waters from Green & Shinee were present. Following is a summary of 
that interview: 


Deputy Gomez was working patrol with Deputy Raul Guerrero on the early 
morning shift, as a marked two man unit (213F). At approximately 0300-0400 
hours, while driving in the area of Main Street and 117" Street, they observed a 
male (Witness| jaywalking across Main Street. The deputies initiated a 
pedestrian stop of Witness for the observed violation. Deputy Guerrero 
ordered Witness [J to show his hands and to lay on the ground. As Witness 
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ш: to lay on the ground, he “tossed” a baggie, which spread on the 
ground. Deputy Guerrero handcuffed and detained Witness while Deputy 
Gomez recovered the baggie. 


The baggie contained narcotics and Witness was placed in the back seat 
of the patrol vehicle. Witness [_ subsequently placed under arrest for 
possession of a controlled substance. Prior to being transported to the station, 
Witness told the deputies he did not want to go to jail and offered to give 
them information about where to get a gun. Witness further told the 
deputies he was on parole and could not afford to go to jail. Witness 

offered to arrange for a gun to be delivered 


Witness} told the deputies to circle around the corner to locate his 
who had his cellphone. With Witness in the back seat, the 
deputies made contact with Witness n the area of Main Street 


and 120" Street. The deputies conducted a traffic stop of her vehicle, confirmed 
she was Witness and retrieved his cell phone. The deputies 
gave the cellphone to Witness ind he began to make phone calls in order 


to locate a gun. 


The deputies called another unit (213H) to meet them and assist with locating the 
person who was going to deliver the gun. As the deputies were preparing their 
plan, the assisting unit was called away to handle a burglary call. Deputies 
Gomez and Guerrero continued with their operation and were told by Witness 

to drive to the area of 118" Street and Main Street. Witness| told 
the deputies, the person who was going to deliver the gun would be walking out 
to 118 Street from an alley, just east of Main Street. The deputies drove past 
the alley and did not see anyone. 


Deputy Gomez parked the patrol саг on the south side of 118 Street, 20-30 feet 
east of the alley. Witness [made another phone call, asking the person 
where he was at. Deputy Guerrero exited the patrol car and walked along the 
south sidewalk of 118" Street, toward the alley. Deputy Gomez maintained a 
visual of Deputy Guerrero from the patrol car with Witness in the back 
seat. Deputy Guerrero looked into the alley and began to walk back to the patrol 
car. He then turned around and walked back to the alley. Deputy Guerrero took 
2-3 steps into the alley before Deputy Gomez heard him yell, “Sheriff's 
Department’ followed by two gunshots. 


Deputy Gomez drove to the mouth of the alley and exited the patrol саг. He 
assisted Deputy Guerrero with handcuffing the suspect. Deputy Gomez saw the 
suspect shot with a handgun laying near him. Deputy Guerrero requested 
paramedics for the suspect while Deputy Gomez established a crime scene 
containment. Deputy Gomez was not injured during this incident.

IAB Interview: 


On November 12, 2015, Deputy Randy Gomez was interviewed by IAB 
Sergeants Jorge Marchena and Chad Smeltzer. Los Angeles Sheriff's 
Professional Association Attorney Adam Marangell was present for the interview. 


On August 10, 2014, Deputy Gomez was working patrol with Deputy Raul 
Guerrero. They were assigned to the early morning shift as unit 213F. 

At approximately 0245-0300 hours, while driving in the area of Main Street and 
118" Street, they observed a male (Witness jaywalking. They conducted 
a pedestrian stop of Witness Deputy Guerrero exited the patrol vehicle 
and contacted Witness Deputy Guerrero ordered Witness Ш to put 
his hands up and lay on the ground. As Witness went to lay on the 
ground, he “tossed” a baggie. 


Deputy Guerrero detained and handcuffed Witness while Deputy Gomez 
retrieved the baggie. The baggie contained several bindles of suspected 
methamphetamine and rock cocaine. Witness[lvas subsequently placed 
under arrest for possession of a controlled substance. Witness told the 
deputies he was out on bail for another case, also on parole and did not want to 
go back to jail. Witness offered to get a gun for the deputies to “work off” 
his case. The deputies agreed to allow Witness to try and get a gun for them. 
Deputy Gomez did not consider Witness to be an informant as defined by 
Department policy. Deputy Gomez considered Witness [es someone who 
could possibly provide information. 


Witness told the deputies he needed his cellphone in order to locate a gun 
for them. Witness had his cellphone. As the deputies were 
detaining him, Witness rove by. Witness pointed out the 


vehicle to the deputies and asked them to stop it. The deputies conducted a 
traffic stop of the vehicle and retrieved Witness} cellphone. Deputy Gomez 


did not positively identify Witness and allowed her to leave after 
he retrieved е cet phone. 


The deputies gave Witness his cellphone and he began to make phone 
calls to locate a gun. Deputy Gomez did not know who Witness jas 
calling. Witness ШШ told the deputies he arranged to have а gun delivered іп 
the area of 118" Street and Main Street. Witness [did not give the 
deputies any information about the person who was going to deliver the gun 


The deputies requested another unit, 213H to meet them in the area of Athens 
Way and 117" Street to assist them. Deputies To errero and Tan Tran 
(213H) met with them to discuss a plan. Witness was placed in the back 
seat of unit 213H’s vehicle so Deputies Guerrero and Gomez could go look for 
the person who was going to deliver the gun. While the deputies were putting 
together a plan, unit 213H was called away to a burglary in progress call. 
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Witness [J was placed back in the back seat of Deputy Guerrero and Gomez’ 
patrol vehicle. 


Deputy Gomez and Deputy Guerrero drove with Witness to the area of 
118" Street and Main Street in attempt to locate the person who was going to 
deliver the gun. Witness 01а the deputies the person was going to walk 
out of an alley onto 118" Street. The deputies drove by the alley, but did not see 
anyone. Deputy Gomez parked the patrol vehicle on 118" Street, 20-30 feet 
rom the alley. Deputy Guerrero exited the patrol vehicle and walked toward the 
alley while Deputy Gomez stayed in the vehicle with Witness 


Deputy Gomez maintained a visual of Deputy Guerrero. Deputy Guerrero 
walked to the alley, along the south sidewalk of 118"" Street. When Deputy 
Guerrero got to the mouth of the alley, Deputy Gomez saw him “реек” into the 
alley several times. Deputy Gomez saw Deputy Guerrero take several steps into 
he alley and saw the illumination from Deputy Guerrero’s gun light. Deputy 
Gomez heard Deputy Guerrero yell, “Sheriffs Department” several times before 
he heard two gunshots. After hearing the gun shots, Deputy Gomez immediately 
drove the patrol car forward, toward the alley. When he reached the mouth of 
he alley, he exited the patrol vehicle 


Deputy Gomez saw Deputy Guerrero detaining a person (Suspect Solares) who 
was laying on the ground. Deputy Gomez approached his partner and held the 
suspect at gunpoint while Deputy Guerrero handcuffed the suspect. There was a 
gun lying next to the suspect. Deputy Gomez broadcasted the deputy involved 
shooting using his handheld radio and requested paramedics for the suspect who 
had been shot. Deputy Gomez was not hurt as a result of this incident. 


During his IAB interview, Deputy Gomez did not accurately understand the 
Department's policy regarding informants апа could not identify the different type 
of informants the Department recognizes. 


Prior to using Witness с an informant, Deputy Gomez did not conduct a 
background check using Department resources. Deputy Gomez did not notify 
any supervisors prior to conducting their operation. 

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY RAUL GUERRERO 

Homicide Interview: 

On August 10, 2014, Deputy Raul Guerrero was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Sergeants Sylvia Brossoit and Helen Ewell. Los Angeles Sheriff's Professional 


Association Attorney Adam Marangell was present. Following is a summary of 
that interview. 
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Deputy Guerrero was working patrol with Deputy Randy Gomez оп the early 
morning shift, as a marked two man unit (213F). While driving in the area of 
Main Street and 118" street, they saw a male (Witness jaywalking across 
Main Street. The deputies contacted Witness] for the observed violation. 
When the deputies contacted Witness у observed he was holding 
something in one of his hands. Witne: fas ordered to lay on the ground 
by Deputy Guerrero. When Witness [went to lay on the ground, he 
dropped the object he had in his hand. The object was a plastic baggie that 
contained suspected narcotics. Witness| was detained and handcuffed 
without incident by Deputy Guerrero. Witness аз placed in the back seat 
of the deputies’ patrol car. 


While in the back seat of the patrol vehicle, Witness told the deputies he 
was on active parole and did not want to go back to jail. Witness iil otferea 
to get a gun off the street to work off his case. The deputies decided to formulate 
a plan to see if the information provided by Witness was true. Witness 
told the deputies he needed his cellphone in order contact his source. 
Witness [told the deputies his cellphone was in his car. While 
seated in the back seat, his EEE rove by. Witness pointed out the 


саг and a traffic stop of her vehicle was conducted. 
nd obtained 

his cellphone from her. The deputies allowed Witness to make several 
phone calls to arrange the gun pick-up. Witness told the deputies to drive 
to the area of Athen’s Way and 118" Street. Prior to driving to the area, the 
deputies contacted another unit (213H), to assist them with their operation. The 
deputies met with the assisting unit and temporarily placed Witness| in the 
back seat of their patrol vehicle. The deputies’ plan was to leave Witness 
with the assisting unit, while they (Deputies Guerrero and Gomez) went looking 


for the person who was going to deliver the gun. Prior to executing their plan, the 
assisting unit had to leave when they received a burglary in progress call. 


The deputies confirmed GO vas Witness 


Witness _ ТО taken out of the assisting ипїї'з back seat and placed into the 
back seat of Deputy Guerrero and Gomez’ patrol vehicle. Witness И 
directed the deputies to drive to the area of 118" Street and Main Street to locate 
the person who was going to deliver the gun. The deputies drove past an alley 
located on 118" street. Witness told the deputies that was the alley the 
person with the gun was going to come out of. When the deputies drove past the 
alley, they did not see anyone in the alley. 


Deputy Gomez parked the patrol vehicle 20 to 30 feet east of the alley, along the 
south curb line. Deputy Guerrero exited the patrol vehicle and walked toward the 
alley along the south sidewalk of 118" street. Deputy Gomez stayed іп the patrol 
vehicle and maintained a visual of Deputy Guerrero. When Deputy Guerrero 
reached the edge of the alley, he “peeked” into it and did not see anyone. As 
Deputy Guerrero was about to walk back to the patrol vehicle, he looked into the 
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alley and observed а male standing approximately 30 feet away, facing him. 
Deputy Guerrero stepped into the apron of the alley and illuminated the person 
with the light attached to his duty weapon. 


Deputy Guerrero shouted, “Sheriffs Department” at the male. Deputy Guerrero 
heard the male say, “Oh fuck”, then reached into his waistband and pointed a 
handgun at Deputy Guerrero. Deputy Guerrero, fearing for his safety, fired two 
rounds from his duty weapon, striking the suspect. The suspect ran away from 
Deputy Guerrero before he threw the weapon onto the ground. The suspect then 
surrendered. Deputy Gomez drove the patrol car forward, to the apron of the 
alley. He assisted his partner with handcuffing the suspect. The suspect told the 
deputies he was shot. 


Deputy Guerrero used his handheld radio to advise the Sheriffs Communication 
Center that he was involved in a shooting. He gave the pertinent information and 
requested assistance. Deputy Guerrero also requested paramedics to respond 
to the location to provide medical attention to the suspect. 


IAB Interview: 


On November 12, 2015, Deputy Raul Guerrero was interviewed by IAB 
Sergeants Jorge Marchena and Chad Smeltzer. Los Angeles Sheriff's 
Professional Association Attorney Adam Marangell was present for the interview. 


On August 10, 2014, Deputy Guerrero was working a two man marked patrol unit 
(213F) with Deputy Gomez. At approximately 2:30 AM, the deputies observed a 
male (Witness [IE jaywalk across Main Street. Witness И stopped 
for the observed violation. When Witness [lg was stopped, Deputy Guerrero 
observed one of his hands was clenched. Witness was ordered to the 
ground, at which point he dropped a plastic baggie. Deputy Guerrero detained 
Witness while Deputy Gomez retrieved the baggie. The baggie contained 
illegal narcotics. 


Witness а was placed in the back seat of the patrol vehicle and 
subsequently placed under arrest for possession of a controlled substance. 
While seated in the back seat of the patrol vehicle, Witness [if told the 
deputies he did not want to go back to jail and offered to work off the case. 
Witness proposed the idea of getting a gun of the streets. 


Witness оо the deputies he needed his cellphone in order to contact a 
person who would bring him a gun. Witness ШЕИ: опе was in his 

саг. As Witness ШИ а talking to the deputies, he saw his 
GRE е by the deputies. Witness Ги out ће vehicle to the 
deputies and they conducted a traffic stop with Witness [Min the back seat. 
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The deputies did not log the traffic stop of Witness г positively 
identify her. They confirmed she was Witness ind retrieved his 
cellphone from her. After they retrieved her cellphone she was allowed to leave. 
The deputies gave Witnessfhis cellphone and he began to make phone 
calls in order to get a gun. The deputies did not know who we т 
nor did they ascertain the information from Witness И Witnes: told 
the deputies the person with the gun was going to meet them in the area of 
Athens Way and 118" Street. 


Deputies Guerrero and Gomez requested another unit (213H) to meet them in 
the area of Athens Way and 117" Street to assist them. Deputies Tony Guerrero 

апа Tan Tran et the deputies at the indicated location. The 
plan was to put Witness n the back seat of 213H’s vehicle while Deputies 
Guerrero and Gomez went to look for the person who was going to deliver the 
gun. Deputy Guerrero’s plan was to try to locate the person with the gun and 
coordinate a response using Department resources, if he were able to locate the 
person with the gun. Deputy Guerrero did not notify a supervisor about their plan 
because he did not believe he had enough information to warrant a notification. 
Prior to the deputies implementing their plan, 213H received a call of a burglary 
in progress and had to leave. Witness was taken out of the assisting unit's 
vehicle and placed back into Deputy Guerrero and Gomez’ patrol vehicle. 


With Witness fi in the back, Deputies Guerrero and Gomez decided to look 
for the person who was going to deliver the gun. Witness B directed the 
deputies to drive to the area of Main Street and 118" Street as he spoke to 
someone on his cellphone. The deputies drove past an alley located on 118! 
Street. Witness} told the deputies it was the location where the person with 
the gun was going to be. Deputy Guerrero did not observe anyone in the alley. 


Deputy Gomez parked the patrol vehicle along the south curb line of 118" Street 
20-30 feet east from the alley. Deputy Guerrero exited the patrol vehicle and 
walked along the south sidewalk toward the alley, while Deputy Gomez 
maintained a visual of him. The area was lit by a “gigantic moonlight” and 
streetlights. When Deputy Guerrero reached the alley, he could she through the 
alley and observed no one was there. Deputy Guerrero made a gesture to 
Deputy Gomez that no one was in the alley. Deputy Guerrero took a few steps 
into the mouth of the alley and illuminated the alley using the flashlight mounted 
to his duty weapon. When Deputy Guerrero illuminated the alley, he saw a male 
(Suspect Solares) standing approximately 20 feet away in the alley facing him. 


Deputy Guerrero heard the suspect say, “Oh fuck,” before reaching into his 
waistband and pointing a handgun at him. Deputy Guerrero yelled, “Sheriff's 
Department” at the suspect several times. Fearing for his safety, Deputy 
Guerrero fired two rounds from his duty weapon at the suspect. After Deputy 
Guerrero fired, the suspect turned around and ran approximately 40 feet away 
from Deputy Guerrero. The suspect stopped, threw his handgun, and 
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surrendered. Deputy Guerrero approached the suspect and asked him if he was 
shot. The suspect told him he was. Deputy Gomez came to Deputy Guerrero’s 
aid and assisted him with handcuffing the suspect. 


Deputy Guerrero broadcasted the shooting using his handheld radio and 
requested paramedics for the suspect. Deputy Guerrero was not hurt during the 
incident. 


Deputy Guerrero and Deputy Gomez accepted Witness offer to get a gun 
off the street. Deputy Guerrero did not consider Witness lan informant as 
defined by Department policy. Deputy Guerrero did understand the 
Department's policy regarding informants. Deputy Guerrero did not consult with 
a station detective or any supervisors regarding using Witness [i as an 
informant. Deputy Guerrero did not check with Department resources to verify if 
Witness was a verified Department informant. 


WITNESS EMPLOYEE DEPUTY TONY GUERRERO (213H) 


On December 22, 2014, IAB Sergeant Jorge Marchena attempted to interview 
Deputy Guerrero regarding this incident. Deputy Guerrero is on unpaid leave 
and through his Attorney Elizabeth Gibbons from Green and Shinee declined an 
interview. 


WITNESS EMPLOYEE DEPUTY TAN TRAN 


On December 14, 2015, former Deputy Tan Tran was interviewed by IAB 
Sergeants Jorge Marchena and Chad Smeltzer. Deputy Tran resigned from the 
Sheriff's Department in June of 2015. Prior to the interview, Deputy Tran was 
provided with a copy of the supplemental report he authored regarding this 
incident. 


On August 10, 2014, Deputy Tran was assigned to a two person marked patrol 
unit (213H) with Deputy Tony Guerrero. Deputy Tran was on patrol training 
during this time period. At approximately 0200 to 0300 hours, they received a 
request, via radio, to meet unit (213F). Deputy Tran could not recall the location 
where they met unit 213F. 


When they arrived in the area where they met unit 213F, a male was placed in 
the back seat of their patrol vehicle. Deputy Tony Guerrero spoke to the 
deputies while Deputy Tran stood outside the vehicle. Deputy Tran did not hear 
the conversation his partner had with the deputies. 


After a few moments, the male was taken out of the back seat of their patrol 
vehicle and placed in unit 213F’s vehicle. Deputy Tran and Tony Guerrero left 
the area and responded to a burglary in progress call. When they arrived at the 
burglary in progress call, they detained a possible suspect near the business and 
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discovered property that may have been stolen from the business. While 
conducting their investigation, they heard radio traffic regarding a deputy involved 
shooting. Deputy Tony Guerrero told Deputy Tran to let the person being 
detained go and they responded to the deputy involved shooting. 


Deputy Tran had already identified the person detained, but they were still 
ascertaining if a crime had occurred at the business. After they concluded their 
involvement regarding the deputy involved shooting, Deputy Tran did not return 
to the burglary call or advise a supervisor. 


IAB Note: The possible mishandling of the burglary call is being 
investigated as a unit level investigation. 


When Deputy Tran arrived at the scene of the deputy involved shooting, he 
observed a male who had been shot lying, on the ground in the alley. He 

ed а gun laying on the ground next to the male. The male (Witness 

was still seated in the back seat of Deputy Gomez and Guerrero’s patrol 
vehicle. Deputy Tran did not have further contact with Witness [J Deputy 
Raul Guerrero, or Deputy Gomez.

Homicide Interview: 


On August 10, 2014, о interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Sergeants Sylvia Brossoit and Helen Ewell. Following is a summary of that 
interview. 


Initially Witness Ak en ico any knowledge about the deputy involved shooting 
before he recanted and gave a second statement admitting his involvement. 


Witness Bas stopped for jaywalking at approximately 0300 hours in the 
area of 118" Street and Main Street.

a gun to be delivered. Witness |fdrove around with the deputies looking for 
the person who was supposed to deliver the gun in the area of 118" Street and 
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Main Street. Witness [0 the deputies the person was going to be walking 
out of an alley onto 118" Street. 


The deputies parked the patrol vehicle on 118" Street and one of the deputies 
exited the patrol vehicle and walked towards the alley. УМ/іпеѕ was still 
on the phone with the person who was going to deliver the gun. Witness 

told the person to walk through the alley and he would meet him there. After 
Witness told the person on phone (Grande) to walk through the alley to 
meet him, he heard two gunshots. Witnesg{l did not see the shooting occur 
and did not see the person who had the gun that was being delivered. 


SUSPECT SAULO SOLARES 
Homicide Interview: 


On August 13, 2014, Suspect Saulo Solares was interviewed by Homicide 
Bureau Sergeants Helen Ewell and Sylvia Brossoit. The interview was 
conducted at Harbor UCLA Medical Center. Following is a summary of that 
interview. 


Suspect Solares was іп the area of 118% Street and Main Street with his friend 
“Po-Po.” “Po-Po,” received a telephone call from a male named 
(“пе 8 who asked him for a gun. “Po-Po” asked Suspect Solares to 
deliver а gun to Witness{the alley. Suspect Solares was handed a “.38 
pistol” by “Po-Po”. Suspect Solares walked to the alley carrying the gun in his 
left hand and “Po-Po’s” cellphone in his right hand. Suspect Solares was 
communicating with Witness [by cellphone while walking to the alley from 
the rear of an apartment complex. When he reached the alley, Suspect Solares 
heard someone yell “Police” while he was illuminated with a light. Suspect 
Solares turned around and ran away. As he was running away, he threw the 
gun, and was shot in the back. 


IAB Note: A review of Suspect Solares’ medical records indicated 
he was shot one time in the abdomen, not in the back. 
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
